Sensation 
backing In the AVHght 


Shooting Case at Chicago. 


Chicago, April 16. — Rufus Wright, 


the millionaire manufacturer of rub- 
ber tires, ivho was shot during a scuf- 
fle id possession of a revolver in the 
apartments of Mrs. Louisa Lottridge, 
at the Lelantl hotel, is dead from the 
effects of the wound. It is the opinion 
ot tha police that the coroner's invea- 
UtoSttoa will nsark the close-of the 
sensational case. A statement by ths 
deceased to Chief of Detectives Col- 
leran that the shooting -was accidonts.! 
.will,-it is thought, clear Mrs. Lottridg5 
of all responsibility, Wright died with 
words of exculpation on his lips for 
the woman whose revolver was respon- 
sible for his death. Mr. *W right's son- 
in-law and partner, Fred Morgan, was 
at his side at death. .Mr. Morgan held 
that his tathor-in-law was on an or- 
rand to help a frlsnd who had become 
entangled with the womaa when- an 
received his death wound.

Mrs. Lottridse said, that owing to the 
effect of the liquor she had drunk she 
could no remember what led up to the 
production of the revolver. Wright at- 
tempted to seize it, and in the scuffle 
that ensued the revolver was dis- 
charged. She saw that Wright was 
mortally wounded, but in her befud- 
dled state she cauid not bring herself 
to summon aid for some hours.

says, is false.

financial exigencies of the treasuries, 
provincial and municipal. For exam- 
pie, if a merchant's income were val- 
ued at $10.000 a year, he would pay !a 
direct taxes 91,350. He would also pay 
for his cedula. or personal passport 
the amount ot which was graduated, 
according to personal means, from 12 
cents up to S-'5 or more. He would 
pay direct taxes On his residence and 
furniture aud on his horses and other 
live stock, if not used for labor. If be 
were just starting in business, he 
would pay a patente, or tax, for privi- 
lege. And yet the,general testimony, 
as will appear elsewhere ia this re- 
port, -was to tbe effect that, taxation 
was sot really oppressive, or would not 
have been if it had been partially as- 
sessed and collected. 


"But the fr.et that it was so heavy 


doubtless had an influence In inducing 
people to conceal their property as 
much us possible and undervalue their 
annual income. 
Articles of common 


use, such as rice, flour, com, charcoal, 
winss, etc.. not only paid heavy im- 
port duties, but were subject, together 
with fresh beef, mills aad sugar pr.-> 
duced in the island, to a consume tax 
at the gates of tbe municipalities. For 
example, flour, which had paid a. duty 
of $-5 per KX) kilos at tlie custom bouse, 
paid at the city gates S2.50 consume!) 
tnx, or a total of -5G.50. which was at 
'.lie rate of about ?C a hundredweight. 
Rice, the common article or diet, paid 
?2.70 import duty and $1 consuino tax; 
fresh beef paid a consunio tax of §5 per 
100 kilos, or 220 pounds. This was in 
addition to the head tax paid the city 
by the slaughterer."
